Daniels asserts, and there will be popular agreement with him 
iliere, that the commander who sails a ship, meeting all the hazards 
ni the waters and the enemy occupies a more vital position, one 
nhere the award for duty well done should have presence over him 
who, in the safety and quiet of. an office, serves and directs. Ad- 
miral Sims has been on shore duty for 'by far the greater part oE 
tlie last twenty-five years, and the secretary's intimation that this 
may have some influence in forming his opinion that the shore of- 
titers perform services more valuable and deserving than those who 
actually meet the perils of ocean and war, is plausible, to place the 
least stress on it. 


There is this difference also between the two: Secretary 


Daniels conducts himself like a man who had unwavering faith in 
his position, while Admiral Sims bemeans himself as though he 
iJoubied his own attitude and was trying to convince himself and 
olhers by the fury with whifh he maintains it.

Besides there is a cer- 
tain anomaly in it to which the American public, especially the 
advertising portion of it, will not take. In these days any situation 
lhat militates against advertising patronage is disastrous, 'because 
the cost of paper has gone so high every paper printed means a loss, 
in so far as the subscription or street sale price of it is concerned. 


Just what plans Mr. JIunsey had in mind in regard to The 


Herald when he acquired it he has never made publicly known, but, | 
lioiibtless, he was entirely familiar with the stress o£ newspaper 
publishing generally and though the discontinuance of The Herald 
is a distinct disappointment to a considerable clientele and a sort 
nf. national element he has done only that which he expected to aril 
iu the way ho intended. 


It may be said, too, that if he has done a wise thing he has done 


>. kind thing. After the death of the. Younger Bennett the princi- 
ples on which The Herald was founded and so long conducted be- 
iame quickly a mere tradition. In enterprise and aggressiveness 
it was not coping successfully with its competitor and from a rather 
Ijold independence it has descended to a rabid partisanship. Senti- 
mentally, it is best that its voice is stilled altogether.
